Regina, Nov. 28.—The third session 
of the fourth legislature of the prov¬ 
ince of Saskatchewan was opened 
Thursday by Leiutenant-Governor Sir 
Richard Lake before crowded gal¬ 
leries. George A. Scott, member for 
Arm River since 1905 was elected 
speaker, Mrs. M. O. Ramsland, Pelly, 
C. M. Hamilton^ Weyburn, and W. H. 
Harvey Kindersley, three new mem¬ 
bers were introduced and took their 
sats having been elected at recent by- 
elections. The speech from the throne 
indicated that new measures would 
be introduced in connection with the 
temperance question; education pro¬ 
viding among other thhings for night 
classes and teachers residences; pro¬ 
portional representation in urban mu¬ 
nicipalities; enlargement of powers of 
rural municipal councils. Reference 
was also made to ways and means 
for the province reaping a share of 
the benefits of renewed inrustridl ac- 
government felt that steps should be 
taken to acquire greater knowledge 
of the extent and value of the natural 
resourcs of the province,and towards 
securing their development.
